Chief  Financial  Officer  of  EPA  and  Managing  Partner  of 
International  Law  Firm  Honored  at  Convocation 


One  is  the  Chief  Financial  Officer  of  the 
Environ-mental  Protection  Agency  and  the 
other  is  the  managing  partner  of  a  thriving 
international  law  firm.  On  the  surface,  they  don't 
seem  to  share  many  similarities.  In  reality,  how- 
ever, a  common  bond  unites  them. 

Sallyanne  Harper.  76,  and  Joseph  P.  Klock,  Jr.. 
70,  are  prominent  leaders  in  their  fields,  out- 
standing public  servants  and  distinguished 
La  Salle  graduates.  Both  credit  their  alma  mater 
for  their  continued  success. 

In  honor  of  their  significant  achievements,  they 
were  awarded  the  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters. 
Hoiioris  Causa  at  La  Salle's  Fall  Honors  Convoca- 
tion on  Oct.  10. 

Harper  -  one  of  the  University's  first  female 
graduates  and  co-founder  of  the  schools 
Women's  Center  and  Building  Blocks  Day  Care 
Center  -  was  introduced  for  her  degree  by 
La  Salle's  Brother  President-Emeritus  Joseph  F. 
Burke,  F.S.C..  Ph.D..  '68.  who  described  her  as  a 
"pioneer  and  leader  at  La  Salle,  and  in  our 
government  and  nation.'' 

"I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  University  and  the 
women  and  men  of  La  Salle  who  so  generously 
shared  their  lives  and  their  values  with  me 
through  their  passionate  commitment  to  teaching 
excellence."  said  Harper,  who  was  graduated 
magna  cum  laude  with  a  degree  in  psychology. 
"La  Salle,  led  by  the  Christian  Brothers,  along 
with  my  parents  and  family,  has  given  me  the 
foundation  on  which  my  life's  work  has  been 
based." 

The  recipient  of  numerous  honors,  including  two 
Meritorious  Presidential  Rank  Awards  and  the 
EPA's  bronze,  silver  and  gold  medals  for  excep- 
tional service,  I  larper  encouraged  students  to 
consider  joining  the  hundreds  of  others  dedicated 
to  public  service. 

"One  person  -  passionate,  committed  to  the 
welfare  of  others  and  to  serving  the  common 
good  -  can  change  the  lives  of  millions  in  this 
country  and  around  the  world."  she  said.  "But 
whatever  you  do,  I  would  encourage  you  to  live 
your  life's  passion.  Enthusiasm  is  more  important 
than  many  other  commodities.  It  will  find  solu- 
tions when  none  are  apparent  and  it  will  achieve 
success  when  none  is  thought  possible." 

Harper  earned  an  MBA  in  Finance  and  Invest- 
ments from  George  Washington  L'niversity  in 
1987  and  began  her  career  in  fiscal  resources 
management  with  the  EPA  the  same  year.  Her 


experience  includes  years  of  increasingly  important  government 
leadership  positions  within  the  United  States  Navy  and  the  EPA 
where  she  has  been  CFO  since  last  July.  A  resident  of  Annandale. 
Va.,  she  still  finds  time  to  serve  La  Salle  and  was  recently  a  member 
of  the  University's  Council  of  President's  Associates. 

Klock.  who  was  graduated  cum  laude  with  a  degree  in  philosophy. 
was  introduced  for  his  honorary  degree  by  Judge  Joseph  Rodriguez, 
'55.  a  member  of  the  University's  Board  of  Trustees.  He  praised 
Klock  for  his  energy,  courage,  prudence  and  devotion  in  achieving  a 
balance  among  his  various  involvements  and  family. 

In  his  acceptance  speech,  Klock  told  students  his  perspective  goes 
back  to  the  values  teachers  instilled  in  him  as  a  student  at  La  Salle. 

"We  were  blessed  with  a  faculty  and  administration  who  made  it 
clear  to  us  that  there  was  a  lot  more  to  what  we  were  going  to  do  as 
human  beings  in  this  world  than  to  simply  acquire  a  lot  of  material 
things,  or  a  lot  of  titles  for  that  matter,"  said  Klock.  who  earned  a 
law  degree  from  the  University  of  Miami  in  1973. 

As  Chairman  and  Managing  Partner  of  Steel  Hector  &  Davis,  LLP  in 
Miami.  Klock  specializes  in  corporate  and  international  law.  He 
works  with  organizations  for  the  poor  in  Florida  and  the  Dominican 
Republic,  where  he  is  involved  in  a  group  that  provides  medical  care 
to  AIDS  victims,  operates  technical  training  facilities,  day  care  centers 
and  residence  programs  for  orphans  and  street  children. 

Klock  serves  on  the  boards  of  many  civic  and  community  organiza- 
tions, including  St.  Joseph's  Preparatory  School  in  Philadelphia  (his 
high  school  alma  mater).  Miami  Children's  Hospital.  The  Miami  Art 
Museum  and  New  Hope  Charities. 

Like  Harper.  Klock  urged  students  to  make  a  difference  in  their 
communities.  "Try  to  pick  some  small  corner  of  the  world  where  you 
can  make  a  difference  and  start  there,"  he  said.  "If  you  can  reach  out 
and  assist  others  in  achieving  their  potential,  then  eventually,  we  can 
make  a  better  world  for  everyone."

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University  Mourns  Death  of  Joseph  G.  Markmann,  '49 
Retired  Christian  Lindback  Professor  of  Business 


Mass  of  Christian  Burial  was  cel- 
ebrated on  Nov.  10  at  the  Church  of 
St.  Albert  the  Great,  in  Huntingdon 
Valley,  Pa.,  for  Joseph  G. 
Markmann,  CPA,  '49,  the 
University's  retired  Christian 
Lindback  Professor  of  Business,  who 
died  on  Nov.  5  after  a  long  bout 
with  cancer.  He  was  74. 

Although  he  had  retired  from  full- 
time  teaching  as  an  associate 
professor  of  accounting  when  he 
had  been  diagnosed  with  cancer. 
Markmann  remained  active  as  chairman  of  the  Accounting 
Department's  Co-Op  program,  which  he  helped  initiate,  until 
his  death. 

Markmann.  who  joined  La  Salle's  faculty  shortly  after  his 
graduation  in  1949  and  served  as  Accounting  Department 
chairman  tor  20  years,  was  honored  frequently  during  his 
career.  In  addition  to  receiving  one  of  the  first  Lindback 
Awards  for  Distinguished  Teaching  in  the  Evening  Division  in 
1964.  he  was  appointed  the  University's  first  Christian 
Lindback  Professor  of  Business  in  1981.  Then  in  1992,  he 
became  the  first  La  Salle  professor  to  have  an  endowed  chair 
named  after  him  while  he  was  still  alive. 

"We  could  not  have  named  this  chair  after  anyone  who  more 
typifies  what  La  Salle  is  all  about,''  said  Dr.  John  Reardon,  '59, 
at  the  time  of  the  announcement.  Reardon,  who  succeeded 
Markmann  as  department  chairman  in  1991,  added:  "This  is 
Joe's  legacy.  He  is  a  man  of  quiet,  substantive  wisdom  who 
epitomizes  La  Salle's  commitment  to  the  student.  If  you  look 
at  the  growth  of  the  Accounting  Department  and  the  success 


of  its  graduates,  it's  not  accidental  that  La  Salle  is  so 
highly-respected.  Markmann  has  to  be  responsible  for 
that." 

"I've  worked  with  Joe  for  more  than  40  years,"  said 
Peter  J.  Sweeney,  '47,  who  was  an  associate  professor 
of  accounting  when  Markmann's  endowed  chair 
was  established.  "He's  an  excellent  teacher,  very 
knowledgeable  in  accounting,  and  extremely  loyal  to 
La  Salle  and  its  students.  He's  always  been  available 
to  his  students  with  good,  sound  advice.  That's  what 
makes  him  so  popular." 

One  of  Markmann's  children,  William  J.,  MD,  '70,  an 
orthopaedic  surgeon,  recalled  at  the  time  that  he  sees 
examples  of  his  dad's  long-lasting  influence  every 
day.  "It's  amazing,  but  in  my  own  practice  I  meet  so 
many  people  who  were  influenced  by  Dad  in  their 
own  careers.  People  from  20-25  years  ago  come  in 
and  tell  me  that  they  remember  him  from  La  Salle  and 
respect  him  so  much.  As  a  parent  he  was  always  there 
to  work  problems  through  with  us  whenever  we 
needed  him.  I  will  always  remember  him  as  a  very 
patient  person.  He  was  very  logical,  not  impulsive." 

A  native  of  Philadelphia  and  a  1943  graduate  of 
La  Salle  College  High  School,  Markmann  was  awarded 
the  Bronze  Star  as  a  LJ.S.  Army  staff  sergeant  in 
Europe  during  World  War  II.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife  of  54  years,  Dorothy,  and  seven  children:  Joseph. 
M.,  CPA,  '69;  William  J.,  MD,  70;  Patricia  J.  Naji,  RN; 
Teresa  A.,  RN;    Carolyn  M.,  RN;  James  F.,  MD,  Ph.D., 
'83,  and  Daniel  P.,  'MD,  '85.  There  are  also  20  grand- 
children.

Bill  Manlove  picks  up  200th  career  victory  as  Explorers 
finish  season  with  best  record  since  resuming  football 


La  Salle's  Bill  Manlove  achieved  an  historic  personal 
milestone  wJien  his  Explorers  beat  St.  Peter's  35-13  on 
Nov.  6  to  give  the  veteran  football  coach  his  200"1  career 
victory. 

Manlove,  who  revived  La  Salle's  gridiron  program  three 
years  ago,  ended  the  season  with  a  30-year  record  of 
200-102-1.  The  Explorers  finished  the  year  by  winning 
four  of  ten  games,  their  best  record  since  the  sport's 
return  to  campus,  and  went  3-5  in  their  first  year  in  the 
Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference. 

Manlove  previously  coached  for  23  seasons  at  Widener 
L'niversity,  leading  the  Pioneers  to  NCAA  Division  III 
national  championships  in  1977  and  1981.  He  also 


coached  at  Delaware  Valley  College 
in  Doylestown  from  1992-95. 

La  Salle  resumed  football  as  an 

intercollegiate  Division  I-AA  sport  in 

1997  after  a  56  year  hiatus.  The 

Explorers  fielded  teams  from  1931 

until  1941  wJien  the  sport  was 

dropped  at  the  beginning  of  World 

War  II.  La  Salle's  record  was  49-32-8 

during  that  time  with  its  best  season 

coming  in  1934  when  coach  Marty  Brill  guided  the 

Explorers  to  an  unbeaten  7-0-1  record  including  victories 

over  Villanova  and  St.  Joseph's.
